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Huge investment at hospital 


New £600,000 scanner and £7million radiothearpy centre to benefit patients 


A NEW, £600,000 “low dose” CT scanner 
has been installed at the Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital. 

The charity, The Dorset Health Trust, has com¬ 
pletely funded the new CT scanner, a “GE Revo¬ 
lution EVO”, the first of its kind in the UK. 

It means the hospital now has two scanners 
which can both be used. 

It has also been revealed that the hospital is also 
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to get another new high-tech’ development - with 
a £7million specialist radiotherapy centre to be 
built at the hospital for West Dorset patients who 
previously had to travel to Poole. 

The existing GE Light Speed scanner has not 


been decommissioned and both scanners are 
linked into a high specification work station al¬ 
lowing the radiologists to reformat and review 
large amounts of images. 

The majority of CT patients will go through 
the new scanner with the Light Speed available 
for back up and extra capacity. 

“Having two scanners means that waiting lists 
can be managed and the patients offered a more

comfortable and reassuring experience,” said a 
Trust spokesperson. 

The new scanner with its high specification will 
allow new CT developments at Dorset County 
Hospital. This includes CT Colonoscopy which is 
currently provided at Poole. The scanner has both 
the hardware and software for CT Colonoscopy 
and the department is sending its radiologists and 
radiographers to train later this year. 

It should also allow Cardiac CT, which will be a 
joint development with the Cardiology depart¬ 
ment. 

Unveiling the plaque in recognition of this gift, 
the President of The Dorset Health Trust, Captain 
Michael Fulford-Dobson, said: “The Trustees of 
The Dorset Health Trust, who have supported this 
hospital in a variety of ways over many years, are

LOCAL youngsters were among 
the winners of the first Dorset 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
awards for young people. 

Martyn Underhill and Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable James 
Vaughan paid tribute to a num¬ 
ber of young people who had 
been nominated for their contri¬ 
bution to making Dorset a safer 
place to live at a recent awards 
ceremony. 

Five individuals and six 
groups were recognised from 
across Dorset for efforts in their 
communities. 

Paying tribute to the young 
people Mr Underhill said: “It 
was a wonderful evening, which 
left me feeling humbled to see 
so many young people con¬ 
tributing to their communities, 
putting others first and making 
Dorset a safer place to live, - an 
amazing achievement given 
their ages.” 

Also in attendance was the 
Lord Lieutenant, Angus Camp¬ 
bell who presented the Individ¬ 
ual Youth Award to Crystal-Lily 
Mills who spoke at the No Ex¬ 
cuse for Abuse Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Conference in November 
2014. 

Despite being only 16-years- 
old, Crystal volunteered to ad¬ 
dress an audience of more than 


200 professionals at the confer¬ 
ence, and relate her very per¬ 
sonal experience of being a child 
affected by domestic abuse. She 
also carries out voluntary work, 
particularly in the field of equal¬ 
ity. 

The Group Award was pre¬ 
sented by Dorset’s High Sheriff, 
Jennifer Coombs and was won 
by Budmouth School for their 
work around student safety. 
Budmouth Organisation for Stu¬ 
dent Safety, BOSS provides new 
students with escorts around the 
large school campus, have run a 
conference in relation to anti 
bullying and have raised aware¬ 
ness of e-safety launching their 
own website to highlight these 
issues. 

The Lord Lieutenant also paid 
tribute to all the young people 
present, “too often people have 
a negative view of young people 
and don’t recognise them for the 
good work they do or for what 
they achieve. Hopefully these 
will become annual awards giv¬ 
ing young people the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve.” 

Crystal was nominated by 
Kate Stewart, and Angie Boast. 
She is one of the Dorset Mem¬ 
bers of the UK Youth Parlia¬ 
ment, and a long serving 
member of the Dorset Youth 


Council DYCE. She has taken 
part in the Dorset PCC Take It 
Over Day, and contributed with 
others to the production of the 
Young People’s Police and 
Crime Plan, and the 2014, My 
Life My Choice Youth Confer¬ 
ence. 

At college, she is the Student 
Equality and Diversity Rep, and 
Anti-Bullying Ambassador. 
Crystal has also still found time 
to complete her National Citi¬ 
zens Award, and to speak at the 
Tolpuddle Festival on the topic 
of work and low pay. 

The Budmouth School re¬ 
ceived its award for the way it 
helps almost 300 new pupils 
each year integrate into the 
school through its BOSS 
scheme where members escort 
the new pupils to and from les¬ 
sons around the schools large 
campus, and socialise with 
them. 

BOSS student leaders are fre¬ 
quently referred to when year 7 
students are asked to reflect on 
their transition to the school. 
Anti- bullying is the cornerstone 
of BOSS, and in January 214 
they hosted a Diana Award Anti 
Bullying Conference for more 
than 100 students from six 
schools in Dorset, Devon, 
Hampshire and Wiltshire.

Family members, including those who are 
currently unable to swim, spoke about get¬ 
ting in training so that they could take part 
in next year’s event. 


The Lions supported the family's efforts 
by encouraging anyone looking to fundraise 
for Tahlia to take part in the event and also 
pledged to make a contribution from its 
share of the fundraising total to the family’s 
cause.

Story of military wives finally told

DORCHESTER’S Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum played host to the 
launch of the new book by au¬ 
thor Penny Legg. 

“Military Wives Prom The 
Pirst World War to 
Afghanistan” took Penny two 
years to write and will raise 
funds of SSAFA- the Soldiers, 
Sailors, Airmen and Families 
Association. 

The book is an anthology of 
stories about the lives of mili¬ 
tary wives from 1914 until the 
present day - a story which has 
seldom been told. 

“My husband retained many 
naval associations after leaving 
the navy and I went with him 
to functions where I listened to 
the men re-living old times. 
The journalist in me knew that 
the stories and anecdotes com¬ 
ing out round the table would 
make a great book and so 
‘Under the Queen's Colours’ 
came out in 2012, as a com¬ 
memorative title for HM The 
Queen's diamond jubilee. As 
soon as it was published, I was 
asked to write a sequel looking 
at the other side of the coin, at 
the military wife. 

“As a former military spouse 
myself, I know what being the 
‘wife of’ is all about. I was the 
nameless, faceless, voiceless 
person behind my husband's 
Royal Navy uniform, as was 
my grandmother before me. I 
decided to start the book in the 
First World War, when many 
women, including my three 
maiden great-aunts, were fi¬ 
ancees but never wives. I 
wanted to show women's expe¬ 
riences of the century from the 
‘war to end all wars’ to the 
withdrawal of troops from 
Afghanistan. Had they 
changed?If so,how had they? 
I hope that, in an age where

military wives are finally able 
to step out of their husband's 
shadow and show they have a 
voice as well as a face, readers 
will gain a greater understand¬ 
ing of the lives of these ordi¬ 
nary, unflappable, flexible and, 
above all, courageous women, 
the Military Wives.” 

During the evening at the 
Keep Military Museum, Cura¬ 
tor Chris Copson toured guests 
around the three story building. 

He said: “It was an excellent 
evening. Penny gave a talk on 
the women featured in her 
book, including one of our 
guests - the amazing Margerita 
Woosnam. 

“Mrs Woosnam, who is now 
95, met her husband when he 
came to blow up the U-Boat 
pens at Heligoland in 1945. As 
a Submariner, he'd never 
blown up anything before, but 
fortunately survived the expe¬ 
rience.”

PORTLAND Gig Rowing Club recently 
participated in the Great London River 
Race. 

Eight members travelled to London 
together with their Cornish gig, Pulpit 
Rock, to row in London's River 
Marathon. 

The race from Millwall Docks to Ham, 
Richmond attracted crews from all over 
the world, some serious athletes and 
some doing it for fun or just to take part 
in a variety of rowing vessels.This year's 
event attracted 330 crews. 

The Portland crew of four men and 
four women took it in turns to row so 
everyone had the experience of rowing 
on theThames. 

The crew competed against 42 other 
Cornish gigs and a number of larger 
boats in their category.To give all crews 
a chance, entrants are given a handicap 
according to the calculated potential 
performance of their type of boat. Slow¬ 
est boats start first, fastest last and each 
boat is individually timed. 

Cornish Gigs being classed as one of 
the fastest type of boat started an hour 
after the first boats had commenced the 
race. Unfortunately for the dragon boat 
teams conditions on the day prevented 
them from taking part but 302 boats 
still made a very colourful spectacle as 
they headed along the river.

LOCAL Lions club members will be in 
Tesco at Portland this Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 8th - to raise awareness about 
sight loss and blindness. 

The event coincides with World 
Sight Day which will be marked by 
Lions around the world with a range 
of activities to heighten awareness of 


sight issues. 

The local Lions will be working with 
the Dorset Blind Association at the 
store during the day and will be 
joined, during the morning, Mayor, 
Councillor Christine James, who will 
put on a blindfold and try to do some 
shopping. 



After an indulgent weekend and a stressful day at work on Monday I headed straight to 
the gym really motivated to see what it was like and to sweat some of the bad stuff out of 
my body! 

My first impressions were really good, I was met by a very friendly Duncan who was 
going to be doing my induction and putting me through my paces. There was a good 
mix of people using the gym, who were all clearly trying to achieve different things, which 
made a refreshing change from the normal assumption that gyms are full of men using 
weights looking at themselves in the mirror! There was definitely no intimidation factor 
from that point of view. 

Before we got started we chatted through my medical history and discussed my previ¬ 
ous injuries, while taking note of my blood pressure and body mass index. We talked about 
my diet and the sort of food and drink I put into my body on a daily and weekly basis. 

Then the assessment started, which for the purpose of this column was different to a 
normal induction. After Duncan put me through a dynamic warm up, we did a basic fitness 
test to see where my fitness levels were. The test comprised of press-ups, leg press, slams 
with a medicine ball, and a ten minute blast on the bike, the results of which I'm sure aren't 
particularly impressive! However, after the warm down and a shower, I felt really good, if 
a little wobbly! 

I woke up Tuesday morning a little achy in my triceps and hamstrings, which was fully 
expected, as I haven't really used those muscles in quite a while! By the time I finished 
work on Tuesday I was raring to go again and Duncan had a programme set out for me 
focusing on cardio and core work. It was tough, but in the air-conditioned cardio room 
upstairs I felt good and got through it in about an hour. 

I thought that Monday and Tuesday evenings would have been really busy in the gym, 
but although there were lots of people working out, there was never a queue to use any 
equipment and there was lots of space, which is a huge positive of them setting a limited 
membership number. 

I was really achy and sore on Wednesday and Thursday so was quite glad I had those as 
rest days, although I did play golf on Wednesday night which was better than I expected 
as it loosened me up a bit. 

I had another tough cardio session overseen by Duncan on Friday working on intervals 
and abdominals, but again, although tired, I felt really good afterwards. It feels so good to 
be exercising regularly and I've found that I'm really not craving unhealthy food like I was 
last week. I'm not keeping a strict diet but when I'm hungry I now have much more of an 
urge to reach fora piece of fruit rather than a bag of crisps. 

I was up again on Saturday morning and Duncan introduced me to some resistance 
training. I consider myself particularly scrawny so was a little apprehensive. However, Dun¬ 
can put me at ease and we concentrated on doing more reps on lower weights. It was 
very different to the feeling of a CV workout but it still made me sweat and I certainly knew 
my muscles had been worked. I can't wait to build on this first weeks training next week!

The value of gold, dia¬ 
monds and gemstones are 
affected by many factors 
including supply and de¬ 
mand as well as inflation, 
so after a time valuations will need 
to be updated, otherwise, the in¬ 
surance value may not cover the 
full cost of a replacement. It is al¬ 
ways worth checking with your in¬ 
surance company what the 
recommended timescale is, to en¬ 
sure your valuations are kept up- 
to-date. Two to three years 
between valuations is usual. It is 
also advisable to have your jew¬ 
ellery cleaned at least once a year 
and to get it checked for loose 
gemstones. This will also give you 
a chance to discuss with your jew¬ 
eller if a new valuation is needed. 

What do I need to give 
the valuer? 

The valuer will need to see any 
documentation which came with 
the item. This may include the 
original receipt, any earlier valua¬ 
tions, certificates for diamonds 
etc. Withholding information 
could render the valuation use¬ 
less, and would give problems in 
the event of a claim. The valuer 
will need to keep the jewellery 
while they are valuing it. 

What will I get? 

A written document which accu¬ 
rately describes each item, plus 1 


or 2 photographs of each piece. 
Also details of the jewellery may 
be added to your jewellers data¬ 
base, which can be re-issued to 
you and or the police, in the unfor¬ 
tunate event that items are lost or 
stolen, or if your stolen property is 
recovered. 

What will it cost? 

Some shops will charge a per¬ 
centage for the number of items 
valued, some will quote an exact 
price when you bring the items in 
for valuation. Higher prices may 
be charged if a piece includes dia¬ 
monds or gemstones, as these 
may take significantly longer to 
appraise. Valuations can also be 
undertaken for probate. 

It is easy to have valuable jew¬ 
ellery and watches lying around 
for years, never wondering what 
it’s true worth is until the worst 
happens.

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New home transforms young man's life 


A YOUNG autistic man who spent the 
first 19 years of his life in residential 
care is celebrating the first anniversary 
of living independently. 

Lee Jones, who has high functioning 
autism and attachment disorder, suc¬ 
cessfully made the transition to sup¬ 
ported living run by Regard, at Park 
House in Weymouth town centre. 

The 20-year-old transport enthusiast, 
transferred from Purbeck View School 
in Dorset where he received round the 
clock residential care. 

Park House service manager Elisa 
Willcox said: “The placement has been 
a huge success and Lee has adapted to 
adult services really well. 

“Before he came he was very under¬ 
weight and would only eat a particular 
brand of sausages, and potato crisps. To 
our joy Lee’s food repertoire has in¬ 


creased considerably and it’s a pleasure 
to see him looking so well. 

“He is now involved in selecting what 
to buy and prepare for evening meals 
with his fellow housemates.” 

Lee is fascinated by transport and has 
dedicated his room in the famous red, 
white and green livery of UK transport 
giants Eddie Stobart. 

Since moving to Park House Lee has 
gone on his first-ever holiday, visiting 
the National Railway Museum in York 
with a support worker. He has also at¬ 
tended local steam fairs and the Wessex 
Truck Show in Yeovil. 

Added Elisa: “Lee was very anxious 
being among people when he arrived at 
Park House but now gets fully involved 
when the group join together to prepare 
an evening meal and supports other 
service users with reading. 


“He also attends a nearby friendship 
group where there are regular discos 
and trips out and enjoys visiting local 
cafes and the town library.” 

For two days a week Lee attends a 
nearby community farm where he 
helps care for the livestock and also 
drives the tractor and cuts the grass. 

Lee now has his own bank account 
and manages funds with support from 
his key worker and has a provisional 
driving licence. 

He is also keen on DIY and has his 
own toolbox. In the future he may look 
at going to college and eventually look 
for a job on a farm. 

Park House is a specialist supported 
living service for young people, aged 
18-30, with learning disabilities and or 
autism in transition from residential 
college, foster care or the family home. 


The focus of service is to promote in¬ 
dependence and support young people 
to access further education, employ¬ 
ment, social and recreational activities. 

The service occupies a large semi-de- 
tachedhouse within walking distance of 
the seafront and Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre with seven bedrooms, plus commu¬ 
nal areas and large garden. 

Staff are available 24 hours a day, in¬ 
cluding a sleep-in night staff member. 

There is currently a vacancy at the 
service, a first floor room with en-suite 
available. Families and external profes¬ 
sionals can learn more by calling a re¬ 
ferrals hotline on 0800 840 0313. 

The Regard Group, which runs Park 
House, has recently attained the Gold 
Standard at Investors in People, one of 
only four organisations in the sector to 
achieve the standard.

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NEWS in brief... 

■ CUTS of up to 30 per cent could be on the way 
for some community groups who receive cash 
help from West Dorset District Council. 

Faced with cuts in its grant from the Conserva¬ 
tive Government the Tory-controlled district 
council is now planning to chop funding from 
groups who offer help in the community. 

It has now started a public consultation which 
will continue until mid-November before making 
any changes. 

The authority hopes to save around £80,000 a 
year by cutting back help to community groups 
- around ten per cent of its overall annual budg¬ 
ets for other organisations. 

The proposals vary from a five per cent cut to 
local museums to 20 per cent for arts centres in 
Dorchester, Bridportand Sherborne. 

Said leader of West Dorset District Council, 
Councillor Anthony Alford: "The public consulta¬ 
tion will provide us with a broad range of views 
that will be carefully considered before making 
any final decisions. 

"The key outcome is that we direct funding 
where it will have the most impact to meet the 
needs of our communities." 

The consultation will close on Thursday, No¬ 
vember 12th with a final decision made by coun¬ 
cillors in early 2016 for the 2016-17 financial year. 

■ A NEW"code club"for youngsters interested in 
writing computer code programmes has started 
in Weymouth and Dorchester libraries. 

The clubs are part of a nationwide network run 
by volunteers after school for girls and boys aged 
nine to 11.The local clubs operate on Thursdays, 
from 4.30pm for an hour at Weymouth Library 
and from 4.15pm for an hour at Dorchester. 

Those who attend will be taught how to create 
animations, games and learn to code using 
Scratch - with full tuition available for free.

Road accidents on the rise 


DEATHS and serious injuries on 
Dorset's roads are increasing by 
eight per cent year on year - with 
more than one crash which results in 
a fatality, or serious injury, every day. 

Head of the Dorset police traffic 
unit, Inspector Matt Butler, said most 
of the accidents could have been 
avoided. 

"Every fatal road traffic collision 
sees at least one family devastated. 
Families of offending drivers are also 
affected, particularly if the driver is 
sent to prison. Many victims of colli¬ 
sions suffer life-changing injuries." 


He says that the common mistakes 
include driving too close, or too fast, 
taking unnecessary risks, driving 
while using a phone of being dis¬ 
tracted in other ways, failing to look 
properly at junctions and driving 
while underthe influence of drinkor 
drugs. 

Alcohol plays a part in around 25 
per cent of road deaths. 

Nineteen people were killed on 
Dorset roads in 2014 compared with 
28 the year before - 371 were seri¬ 
ously injured, compared to 334 in 
2013.

Charity launches 
funding campaign 


THE Dorchester-based Cavernoma 
Alliance UK has launched a 10th an¬ 
niversary funding campaign which 
will last until June 2016. 

Sacha Bonsor, Patron of Caver¬ 
noma Alliance UK and well known 
journalist and author, launched the 
campaign to help meet the cost of 
providing help, support and advice 
for those with cavernoma. 

A cavernoma is an abnormal 
swelling of blood vessels in the brain 
or spinal cord which can leak blood. 
Typically they look like blackberries 
and vary in size from a few millime¬ 
tres to as large as four centimetres in 
diameter. Cavernoma can cause 
dizziness, numbness of the face, 
arms or legs, epileptic seizures, 
tremors, double vision, slurred 
speech and sometimes permanent 
neurological damage. Medicines, ra¬ 
diotherapy or brain surgery may be 
required to deal with the condition. 

Said Sacha Bonsor: “I can’t believe 
that it is ten years since Cavernoma 
Alliance started -1 will never forget 
the relief I felt when I first met, 
talked to and shared my experience 
of cavernoma with people who had 
been through the same thing. Illness 
is a very lonely place, no matter how 
loved you are by friends and family, 
and sometimes it is only a shared ex¬ 
perience that can bring true solace.

The FB Pocket orchestra was formed in 
2012 by Paul Stevenson, Jenny Russell and 
Ollie Corbin. 

Their self-imposed brief was simply to ex¬ 
plore the popular music repertoire of the 
early 20th century. The primary aim was to 
investigate how they might make a musical 
response that would fit into the contempo¬ 
rary milieu. 

So, whilst they make no claim to authentic 
re-creation, they make music that they 
hope has significant musical relevance to a 
present-day audience and celebrates some 
of the key attributes of the past. 

Working backwards from the 1930s, the 
FB Pocket Orchestra explores repertoire 
that formed the embryo of what is now 
known as popular music. 

The FBPO became an 'official' project in 
the spring of 2012 and released its first 
album in October. The aims of the orchestra

Take care on country roads while 
deer are on the move, warns GEM 


ROAD SAFETY organisation GEM Motoring Assist is urging driv¬ 
ers to take extra care in areas where deer are common.The rut¬ 
ting (breeding) season means deer are more mobile than 
usual, bringing them onto roads and increasing the risk of col¬ 
lisions. 

GEM chief executive David Williams says:"We encourage driv¬ 
ers to be extra observant, and to be ready to take appropriate 
avoiding action if they come across a deer on the road ahead. 

"Periods of highest deer activity tend to occur at dawn and 
dusk, coinciding with the morning and evening rush hour, in¬ 
creasing collision risks in areas where deer are common." 

Experts believe the UK deer population numbers more than 
two million, and research from the RSPCA shows around 
75,000 deer are involved in vehicle collisions each year, with 
10,000 killed instantly. 

The human death toll from deer collisions ranges between 
10 and 20 annually, and industry estimates put the cost of 
damage to vehicles alone to be at least £17 million. 


GEM offers five simple tips for drivers to reduce risk from deer 
collisions: 

Take note of deer warning signs. These are placed in locations 
where wild animal crossings are likely, so keep your speed 
down and be ready to encounter a deer at very short notice. 

Be particularly watchful at dawn and dusk, when deer are 
most active. 

If you spot one animal, it's likely there may be others follow¬ 
ing, so don't speed up and assume the danger has passed. 

Remember the importance of always being able to stop - on 
your side of the road - in the distance you can see to be clear 
ahead. But also be ready to react if a deer leaps out right in 
front of you 

Ideally we want to avoid any sort of collision, but swerving 
to avoid a deer could prove a very dangerous action if it leads 
to a collision with another vehicle.

Good showing at prestigious championships 


IN-KEEPING with tradition, Newquay once again played 
host to the recent annual CPGA County Championships. 
An event which attracts the country's finest and most 
competitive Gig rowing Clubs. 

Second only to the World Championships, in the wa¬ 
ters off the Isles of Scilly, the Newquay event is one that 
is also taken very seriously, with all clubs fielding their 
very best crews. 

This event is split in to two weekends, with the Ladies 
taking to the water first and the Men's crews following 
two weeks later. 

That two week interval saw a complete change in 
conditions. Part way through the first morning of the 
Ladies race order, the organisers took the unenviable 
decision to cancel proceedings for the remainder of the 
day as conditions proved to be too dangerous to con¬ 
tinue. 


This meant an early start on the Sunday to resume 
the racing.Thankfully, a much calmer sea ensued, allow¬ 
ing them to continue. 

Because of the numbers of crews entered, all boats 
would leave the start line in heats of 6 crews, with the 
first two of each heat across the line being automati¬ 
cally promoted to the next round, with a capped num¬ 
ber of fastest losers also making the grade. 

This was how the successful teams would make their 
ascent to the top of the leader board in the forthcoming 
heats, taking them to the Quarter finals, the Semi-final 
and the Final.The latter, of which, is a two-lap race 
around the 1.8 mile course. 

Lyme Regis Ladies entered two crews. Their A and B 
teams.The Lyme girls were drawn against some quality 
opposition with the A crew coming 5th from their heat 
of 6 crews and the B team also coming 5th. But these 


races were not about race position within their respec¬ 
tive heats. 

They were racing against the clock to post the best 
time they could against all of the other crews.
